Washington, May 11.—(Special.)—The 
possibility of a clash with Germany over 
the Monroe doctrine was forcefully laid 
before the senate and the country today 
by Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, in 
the course of a vigorous speech against 
the construction of an armor plant by the 
government. The particular significance 
of this declaration that we must look [to 
such a contingency over either the Dan- 
ish West Indies or Germany's desire to 
get more power in South America lies in 
the fact that Senator Lodge is usually 
very reticent on all matters pertaining 
to’ foreign relations and further that he 
is generally recognized as representing 
the views of the president and state de- 
partment on these matters. When. there- 
fore. he declared that there were such pos- 
sibilities to be considered his declarations 
were given greater weight than such taik 
coming from almost any other senator, 

When consideration of the naval bill 
was resumed the pending amendment was 
that offered by Senator Tillman for a 
straight price of $300 per ton for armor 
and a government armor factory not cost- 
ing over $4,000,000. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, speaking 
in opposition to the amendment, said that 
for the past three years the senators from 
South Carolina and New Hampshire—Mr. 
Tillman and Mr. Chandler—had been efhi- 
deavoring to get armor at a low price. 
The net result of their work had been te 
put a stop to the construction of a navy. 
He had no prejudice against a govern- 
ment armor plant, but to stop the buila- 
ing of all ships ‘until the armor plant could 
be erected would, he thought, be a flat 
mistake. eek 

“My reason for desiring more ships, 
Said he, ‘‘and desiring them quickly is my 
belief that the safety of the United Staies 
depends upon the strength of our navy. 
We do not need the navy for the protec- 
tion of our insular possessions. The dan: 
ger lies in our own great coast line an 
in the defense of the Monroe doctrine in 
the western continent. For the defense 
of this great coast line and the cities 
Studding it we have no adequate fleet.

In a colloquy with Mr. Lodge, Mr. Till- 
man said it was wel] known that the na-

Mr. Lodge pointed to the great increase

“If the senator thinks,’’ said Mr. Lodge, 
“there is no danger to be apprehended, 1 
fear he underrates the importance of the 
subject-—a Subject to whith I have given 
much thought and consideration.’’ 


Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, advocated the 
construction of a government factory be- 
cause he believed it would be a protection 
of the interests of the Unted States. He 
strongly advocated the proposed increase 
in the navy in order that the country 
might be prepared to defend the Monroe 


doctrine and its coast. At the same time 


| he deprecated the fact that the govern- 


ment was, as he said, at the mercy of the 
armor trust, 

“It is evident,’’ said Mr. Daniel, of Vir- 
ginia, “that the armored battleship can- 
not be regarded longer as the king of ihe 
ocean. ‘the gun has superseded the ar- 
mor. It is a question whether, tn view 
ot tae Ww niderful Work Of these soft-noses 
shells which not only penetrate the armor 
but gu through the ship and out on the 
other side, we should build any more of 
these iron candle boxes.’’ 

Mr. Daniel said all nations should un- 

derstand that the Monroe doctrine would 
be defended even if the United States had 
to fight. 
im ab. nation on this earth,” said he, 
would be so fatuous as to seek to be 
treading upon the skirts of the United 
States. It is a mighty sericus business, 
in which any nation is likely <‘¢o be 
worsted.”’ 

Mr. Daniel said that this government 
madje the Monroe doctrine and jt would 
make any other doctrine that might be 
necessary for its interests. But he had 
no alarmist views as to war. 

“TIT would build an armor plant now and 
I would let the battleships wait for their 
armor until we could make it. I would 
let this giguntic trust know that we are 
not helpiess and submissive.”’

_amendment authorizing the secretary of

| Missouri at $545 a ton, including royal- 


ties. He vigorously protésted against the 


| denunciation of the armer manufacturers.

Ada to the declaration of Senator Lodge 
the fact that Henry White, of the Ameri- 
can embassy at London, is here and has 
been in consultation with the stxte de- 
partmeni, ard the chain of circumstantial 
evidence ot the feeling of the adminis- 
tration is pretty near complete. Mr. 
White, it will be recalled. was entrusted 
with the duty of sounding the Denmark 
government on this Wes: Indies nropo- 
sition end went froin London to Denmark 
for that purrese. It is the general idea 
in view cf these developments that he 
has reported negotiations between Ger- 
many 2nd Denmark by which Emperor 
William seeks to get a foothold in tue 
Caribbean sea at a place where he can 
have naval stations commanding the ap- 
proach to the propose Nicaragua canal 
er any other that may be construeted. 
This would, of course, be a distinct in- 
fringement on the Monroe doctrine, and 
as Senator Lodge pointed out in his 
speech, could not be regarded as other 
than an unfriendly act. His reterences 
to the relations of Germany with Brazil 
were also very much to the point and 
decidedly confirmatory of the reports of 
German aspirations in that direc-ion.

CHAMPION JAMES JEFFRIES 


Ex-Champion Put Up Grea

t Fight Against the 


Man with Whom He Trained So Long. 


Seaside Club, Coney Island, May 11.—In ° 


the fastest, prettiest and closest héavy- 
weight ring battle ever fought in New 
York, James J. Jeffries has reaffirmed his 
right to the championship. - In the arena 
of the Seaside Sporting Club tonight he 
decisively defeated Jim Corbett, once 
champion of the world himself, after 
twenty-two rounds of scientific fighting. 
It was a clean knock out that came so 


quickly that it dazed the thousands of | 


keen, alert, intent spectators, and left 
them in doubt as to just how the winning 
blow was delivered. It was avowed that 
it was a left hand jolt to the jaw but 
Jeffries himself and Referee Charley 


White, who stood at his side, say it was | 


a right hand swing. There is credit for 
the victor and credit for the vanquished 
in the cleverest of ring battles. Jeffries 
must be awarded the laurels of victory, 
yet his opponent is entitled to all honor 
for his most wonderful fight. That feat- 
ure of the contest stands out in relief as 
the most striking one of the battle. 

Corbett emerged from a year’s retire- 
ment from the ring rejuevenated and 
fresh. He was as fast and clever as 
back In the days when people marveled 
at his skill. His foot work was won- 
derful, and his defense perfect. He out- 
boxed his man at both long and short 
range, and if he had had the strength 
necessary, he would have gained an 
early victory. A hundred times he ducked 
the punch that Knocked him out. At 
times he made the massive Jim look like 
a beginner in the art of offense and de- 
fense with his hands. His strategy was 
to jab and get away, and when Jeffries 
stood over his quivering form, his face 
showed marks of the punishment that 
Corbett had inflicted. 

Crowd Was with Corbett. 

Corbett went down to defeat that was 
regretted by a vast majority of the men 
who filled the hall. The money was 
against him, but he had a wealth of sym- 
pathy. It was probably his natural her- 
itage as the short ender, but before the 
battle had ended he won more support by 
his display of specd and skill. Jeffries 
won with his strength, both that strength 
that lies in the power of massive muscle 
and that strength which is the essence 
of vitality. He made the pace for most 
of the distance, and at the end was still 
strong and effective. At first glance the 
battle may seem to detract a trifle from 
his-reputation, for it showed that a fast 
man could reach him and get away with- 
out a return. If that fighter of the fu- 
ture happens to be strong and rugged in 
addition to fast, he will take the honors 
of the man who tonight left the ring ex- 
ultant in victory. 

There was never a more orderly affair 
under the Horton law. There was order 
in the assembling and handling of the 
great crowd and order in the contest. The 


small army of police present was taskless 


and the contestants themselves neither 
wrangled nor quarreled throughout the 
evening. 

How the Betting Ran. 

There was but little betting on the out- 
come of the battle. There had been so 
much delay and interference in the earlier 
stages of the negotiations_of the fight and 
so much doubt created by the form show- 
ing of the men that the betting was kill- 
ed. In the small sums placed Jeffries was 
a clear favorite at odds of 2 to 1. These 
odds veered at different times and differ- 


ent places during the evening, but 5 to 2 


was probably ‘the highest and 5 to 3 the 
lowest offered. A favorite bet was that 
Corbet® would last ten rounds and the 
men who had a true jine on the former 


champion’s condition reaped well for their 


knowledge. 
Despite the long delay that intervened 


between the arrival of the men and their 


entrance into the ring, the crowd was 
scarcely restless. It was made up of 
representative elements of the business, 
professional, theatrical and 
world and seemed concretely to be digni- 
fied and critical. It was only when the 
battle itself came that pulses quickened 
and hoarse yeils came to tell of enthusi- 
asm for a favorite or hope as to money 
wagered. 

As the men sprang forward the specta- 
tors were stilled to silence that was 
broken only by the rattle and clatter of 
the telegraph instruments. 

Both Men Were Cautious. 

In the preliminary spring, Corbett show- 
ed a wonderous advantage. He was pan- 
ther-like on his feet and darted in and 
out with confusing speed. They both 
fought carefully, for while Corbett had 
the speed and cleverness. he found Jef- 
fries hard to get to. Jeffries fought in 
his crouching attitude, which proved so 
hard to solve by Fitzsimmons. When 
Corbett had saved the ten-round money 
there was a strong change in.the senti- 
ment toward him and the men who had 
their money on Jeffries to win began to 
be somewhat dubious. Jeffries was grim 
and resolute, however, and kept at his 
man relentiessly. Corbett kept his wit 


and strength and avoided him. To the 


man who loves strength and the play of 
the giant athlete, it made a splendid pic- 
ture. Here was youth and strength w'th 


a fair measure of skill pitted against the 


master of the sport. 

At the twentieth round it looked as if 
Corbett would stay the Jimit, and popular 
judgment awarded him victory. He had, 
up to that time, avoided any serious pun- 
ishment. 

The end came with the suddenness of a 
shock. The men had had two fierce rallies, 
followed each time by long range sparring 
and were in together again. They were 
both fighting fast and hard. Suddenly 
there was @ report of a sharp blow anda 
Corbett dropped. It needed no count to 
tell that Corbett’s hopes for the cham- 
pionship agaig were vain. The excited 


spectators sprang to their feet and for a« 
moment there were roars and calls. The

Jeffries rushed and 
forced Corbett to the ropes, sending left to 
body and right to neck. Jeffries knocked Cor- 
bett to the floor with a right smash to the 
ear. Corbett got up like a flash, as if the 
fall had not taken any of the steam out of 
him. Jeffries kept coming in, using his left 
to the ribs and neck. Corbett countered with 
straight left jab to the jaw. In a clinch 
Jeffries sent his right to the kidneys and had 
all the better of the round at the close.

Hot Springs, Ark., May 11.—Georgia‘'s 
distinguished ex-governor, Hon. W. J. 
Northen, faced a magnificent assem- 
blage in the big Eastman hotel this 
morning, when he called to order the 
Southern Baptist convention. A veteran 
in the work said that it was the greatest 
gathering in the fifty-five years’ exist- 
ence of the organization. Almost all of 
the 1,506 delegates were present with a 
great crescent behind them, of sons and 
daughters of the south, the big number 
of young men in the hall seeming to 
emphasize that the Baptist of the new 
and vigorous southland are well equipped 
for the work of the dawning century. 

Three sessions—morning, afternoon and 
night—were held. There were two mark- 
ed features of the morning meeting. One 
was the speech of welcome and the other 
was the gift of a silver vase, a token of 
love to a venerable man, grown gray 
in the service of the church. 

Rev. J. P. Eagle, of Little Rock, form- 
er governor of Arkansas, nominated ex- 
Governor Northen for re-election as pres- 
ident. The unanimous vote of the con- 
vention was cast’ for him. President 
Northen made an eloquent and feeling 
speech of acceptance. Then Rev. H. 3B. 
Moody, of Hot Springs, welcomed the 
delegates, whom he termed messengers 
of the civil and religious liberty. fFre- 
quently the Arkansan made the big 
crowd shout with laughter.

vestigate charges of cruelty made against 
penitentiary officials here by some fed- 
eral prisoners confined therein. They 
went to the penitentiary directly after ar- 
rival.

For twelve months 
the only federal prisoners sent here 
been those convicted in North Carclira.

The 
Special agents are devoting most of their 
time to seperate examinations .of each 
federal prisoner, of whom there are elgh- 
ty-five.

Brunswick, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—Dis- 
patches containing information about the 
removal of the negro census enumerators 
and G. B. Mabry, former solicitor gen- 
eral of the Brunswick circuit, created 
great interest here today, and this after- 
noon your correspondent came upon a 
bunch of prominent republicans who were 
in close conference regarding the same. 
The conference included all the leaders in 
the eleventh district, from Chairman Bel- 
cher down, and their expressions were 
red hot against Supervisor Ackerman. Af- 
ter the conference it was learned that, de- 
spite rumors to the contrary, Supervisor 
Akerman is figuring on succeeding Marion 
Erwin in the district attorney’s office, 
and it is positive that Akerman will be 
confronted by the practically unanimous 
opposition of the eleventh district republic- 
ans, who believe that he has betrayed a 
trust and sold the republicans out after 
making a straight up and down contract 
with them at a conference in the custom 
house here some weeks ago.

Board of Governors Adopt a Schedule 
of Prices—Banquet Last 
Night. 


Chariotte, N. C., May 11.—The principal 
address today at the meeting of the Cot- 
ton Spinners’ Association was made by 
Mr, Arnold B. Sanford, of Boston, Mass., 
as follows.

kigyptians.” it is my desire to treat this 
Subject without any prejudices whaiever;

tions a8 they eXist both in our New Eng- 
land and soutnern states, and as they 
appear after twenty years of experience 
in close touch with the great cotion in- 
dustry, Herth and south. - Now, in order 
to make the discussion practical ani live- 
ly, We Wail commence by propounding 
tne following questions, and seeking a 
true solution of the same later on: 

l. What are fine cotton yarns, und what 
~ necessary for their successtul produc- 

on? 

2. Are the southern manufacturers pre- 
pared to produce them successfully and 
compete against New England miiis? 

3. Can tney make as inuch money on 
fine yarns as they can on the coarse and 
medium numbers? 

Before taking up the questions, I wish 
to make 2 few remarks on the cotton in- 
dustry. 

The establishing of any great textile in- 
dustry, like cotton, wool. linen andj silk 
in any country is a very slow process, and 
uSually takes generations to plant firmly 
and successfully. Why? Because we must 
learn to handle it so as to produce goods 
of the best qualities, with the larges: pro- 
ductions, and at the lowest possible cost. 
This can only. be accomplished by skilled 
labor, capital and experienced manuage- 
ment to bring success. This takes years 
to bring arcund. The silk industry of 
Lyons, France, still leads the world in 
the production of the finest goods, and it 
was commenced in the fifieenth century. 
The woolen industry: We turn at once 
to Leeds, England, for the finest goods 
and colors; she leads the world, and it 
was commenced there in the sixteenth 
century. 

The cotton industry: Great Britain, 
with her 46,000,000 spindles, leads the world 
in the great race. and Oldham, Bolton 
and Manchester are made famous for their 
fine cotton goods and yarns. The manu- 
facture of cotton commenced in Manches- 
ter in che fifteenth century. and in the 
year 1562 an act was passed for the better 
manufacture of Manchester cottons, 
which became famous in the year 1459. 

The New England states. though en- 
gaged for a century in the business, seems 
quite young compared with ol Lngland, 
yet she has made her Lowell. Fall River, 
New Wedford and Lawrence famous for 
her cotton manufacture. 

In this ccnnection the following figures 
will be of interest, showing the growth of 
the industry for England and the United 
States:

New England waited about fifty years, 
until] the year 1880, before her manufac- 
turers thought their conditions would 
warrant undertaking the fine goods and 
fine spinning. 

Now, from what I have observed in my 
traveis south, there is not one location 
in a hundred that I have seen that has 
the right conditons to prosecute the spin- 
ning successfully of No. 8’s to No. 14's, 
and, in my opinion, the conservative 
manufacturers themselvés do not think 
the conditions warrant it.

Now, that de- 
pends altogether on what are called fine 
numbers by southern manufacturers; but 
I am willing, however, to admit that I 
have built the first mills for spinning high 
grade combed yarns for medium numbers, 
“’s to 7's, and feel confident they will 
prove a profitable investment, and prefer 
to take my chances on them for the next 
ten years and ljeave the field on the finer 
Nos., sU’s to 140’s, for the other fellows. 

38. Can they make as much money on 
fine yarns as on coarse and medium num-

My answer to this question is: From 
most carefu] observation, they cannot 
make as much money spinning fine yarns 
as they can coarse and medium yarns. 
Why? Because their disadvantages will 
overbalance their advantages. On the lat- 
ter they can only claim longer hours and 
cheaper labor, while their disadvantages 
wil] be lack of skilled operatives, lack of 
economy in general management neces- 
sary for fine manufacturing, and a.so0 jack 
of intimate experience direct with the 
consumers. 

The southern states are naturally adapt- 


| ed to the coarse and medium yarns and

They also gain on this class of goods on 
cotton over their northern competitors, as 
they can use staple growing ciose to their 
mil] doors, and thus save freights. W hile, 
on the other hand, it will cost them as 
much for jong staple cotton 4s our north- 
ern mills, and for Egyptians fully haif a 
cent per pound more. My advice is for 
the southern manufacturers to stick c.iose 
to the coarse and medium counts, which 
they can make with more profit than they 
can fine. The south has a splendid future 
before her in this fleld and for the next 
ten to fifteen years should increase on 
goods and yarns from No. 4's to Ws. :

The trend of the public mind in the 
southern states may well be judged by 
the demonstrations which take place 
in three states this week and next, 
following each other in rapid succes- 
sion. 

The first is the meeting of the south- 
ern cotton spinners in Charlotte, N. C. 
Present at the meeting are several very 
prominent gentlemen from all parts of 
the union, including Mr. Search, presi- 
cent of the American Manufacturers’ 
Association. The importance of this 
cotton spinners’ convention is to be 
gauged by its local as well as general

Judge Hillyer’s Eclipse. 

For want of a better name by which 
to distinguish it, Wwe must return to a 
consideration of Judge George Hillyer’s 
eclipse. 

Judge Hillyer has al] his lifa been 
a close observer, a cautious man, and 
one not easily thrown off his feet. Dur- 
ing the fateful days of 1865-6, and, too, 
when others were wondering “where 
they were. at,” Judge Hillyer observed 
the heavens aS well as the earth, and 
thus it is that when recent publications 
attempted to ignore Atlanta’s annular 
eclipse, he came to its rescue and 
vouched for its existence. 

The letter of Judge Hillyer, which 
we printed some days ago, has attract- 
ed wide attention. It will be remem- 
bered that the judge did not vouch for 
the exact, day, but knew that it occur- 
red in the winter of 1865-6. Mr. S. P. 
Richards, of this city, comes to the 
rescue of the judge. He kept a diary 
during all that time, and under date of 
October 16, 1865, he records the annu- 
lar eclipse which i absent from all 
current accounts, probably because it 
was not recognized by the congress of 
that day. Mr. Richards’s memorandum 
is exceedingly valuable, as it fur- 
nishes the date and the year ang the 
hour upon which scientists can ecor- 
rect their mistake, and set the machin- 
ery in motion again. 

This: is not the only collaboration 
‘which has come to Judge Hillyer in 
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spstaining the Atlanta The 
venerable Mrs. J. B. Hamilton, of 
Rome, writes that she fell across the 
path of this eclipse in October, 1865. 
while riding from Thomasville to Al- 
bany. She describes the deep sensa- 
tion which came upon her as the sun 
began to darken, until for a momnet 
it figured as a fiery ring in the black- 
ened heavens. From Wilkes county Mr. 
Lane bears ess fo. the same event. 
It seems t it was a bad crop year, 
the farmers having hag to depend upon 
western seed corn, and the negroes 
were full of superstitious forebodings 
as to whether another year would ever 
pass around. Suddenly they observed 
the speck on the sun, the gradual en- 
croachment upon its surface, the for- 
mation of the fiery ring, and the cast- 
| ing of innumerable ring reflec4ions up- 
'on the trees and the foliage round 
'about them. It wag enough, under tha 
circumstances, to make men quake and 
fear for the future. But gradually the 
| dark object began to pass off and the 
sun came out again in all his glory, 
since which time dark days have come 


‘and gone, but on the whole the story 


Has been one of progress and happi- 
ries. 
Judge Hillyer must feel gratified that 


_he has been thug able to furnish proof 


of Atlanta’s eclipse, and to show that 
even if we are off the point of totality 
this year, we have had our day in 
court and hope to have it again.

The Canning Industry. 


Editor Constitution—I have read with much 
interest your editorial of the |Oth relative to 
canning fruit and vegetables in this section, 
and desire to say from my experience that you 
cannot urge, too strongly, the people of the 
south to go into this business. 

The southern people have long realized the 
opportunities to be derived from building cot- 
ton mills and are now starting in real earnest 
on this line. Now {ff they can be made to re- 
alize the large profit to be derived by start- 
ing canning factories for preserving all kinds 
of fruits and vegetables, which grow so lux- 
urlantly and easy in the south, they will have 
an industry that will make a rich farming 
community and a large paying manufacturing 
industry. 

There are some vegetables, while they can be 
raised here, cannot be raised as cheaply as 
they can farther north, meither have they as 
fine a flavor, fofthe same reason that the Cal- 
ifornia peach, while it is a beautiful looking 
peach, is not near so rich and juicy as the 
fruit grown in this section. 

The canned peach industry of this country 
is controlled by California’s output just the 
Same as the cotton mills away from here have 
controlled the cotton goods.’ 

From this one can see that the first people 
to start into the canning business in this sec- 
tion can realize large profits, !f properly con- 
ducted, for with first-class goods they can re- 
alize for their canned products the same high 
prices that the California product is command- 
ing. 

The prices these goods have been bringing the 
past years there can be realized a profit from 
25 to 60 per cent, and pay the peach grower 
a nice profit on his fruit, to say nothing of the 
vast amount of peaches that can be saved, that 
would otherwise decay on the ground.

The Chattanooga Rebel. 


Editor Constitution—Mr. Bennett errs in stat- 
ing that the entire outfit of The Chattanooga 
Rebel was destroyed by Wilson’s raiders in 
March, 1865, at Selma, Ala. General Wilson 
entered Selma on Sunday April 2, !865, and 
while he pretty badly wrecked The Rebel on 
the morning of his departure, April |Oth, 
far from the destruction being entire, it was 
only a few hours until The Rebel was on the 
Streets, curtailed in proportions, but as de- 
flant as ever. 

The building in which were located the two 
local papers were burned with their contents, 
and The Mississippian succeeded, the night 
before the town was captured, in getting its 
entire plant transferred ta Meridian, Miss. 
The Rebel was taken pogsession of by the 
federals and during their occupancy of the city 
they used it for whatever printing they 
found necessary. On the morning of their de- 
parture for Montgomery, however, a_ detail 
armed with sledgehammers entered the build- 
ing and proceeded to smash the presses, do- 
ing perfect work on everything except the 
proof press, which they left unharmed, except 
for demolishing the wooden frame. Then all 
the type stands, paper, in fact, every- 
thing that would burn, was dumped from a 
third-story window to the street below; then 
a bonfire was made in the middle of the 
and that much of The Rebel was en- 
tirely destroyed. However, the same fortune 
which saved the. proof press got in its good 
work by causing the destroyers to overlook 
one stand, two pairs of cases and a bundle 
of paper. As soon as the federals had left, 
Charley Faxon got all the printers he could 
find together; he furnished copy, the printers 
sailed into the pied type on the sidewalk, and 
in a few hours had out enough to get out a 
two-column editorial of The Rebel on the pivot 
was of the party, but left a few 
days after, and don’t know how long the pub- 
lication was kept up, but presume it lasted 
until the blank paper gave out. Mr. Paul had 
left, meanwhile, but returned afterwards, and 
sold the wreck of The Rebel for a few hun- 
dred dollars, as 1 was informed at the time.

“Said committee shali investigate ard 
report as to the expenditures of the suid 
amounts so received, the necessity and 
propriety thereof, specifying in classes 
and in detail as far as practicable, such 
expenditure, and particularly the Work, 
services or property for which said ex- 
penditures were made and the _ value 
thereof. also the law or authority under 
which each of said expenditures were 
made, the officer, civil or military, by 
whom said expenditures were authorized, 
and the officer, civil or military, by whom 
said expenditures w re made andthe par- 
ticular fund from which the money was 
taken for said expenditures. 

“Said committee shall also report a 
statement of all public works of every 
kind, including buildings, wharves, rail- 
roads and all other structures built or 
constructed, improved, repaired or deco- 
rated by or under the authority of such 
office, civil or military, and in each in- 
stance the cost, value, necessity and pro- 
priety of the same, and the uses to which 
said buildings or structures have been 
put. Where said buildings and works 
were constructed, or improvements were 
made by contract, or where the material 
used in the same was furnished by con- 
tract, the committee shall report copies 
of each said contract and the names ol 
all parties interested in each of the same. 

“Said committee shall also report a 
statement of the personal property which 
was purchased or procured and entrusted 
to any officer, civil or military, in Cuba 
within said time, the cost and value of 
the same, and the uses to which said 
property had been put and the disposition 
which has been made thereof.”’

Member of the Republican Cabinet 
Advises Reconciliation. 


WILL USE HIS INFLUENCE 


Buencamino Declares His Country- 
men Incapable of Self Government. 


ADVISES GUIDANCE BY AMERICANS” 


Leader of the Islanders Lays Down 
Plans by Which War May 
Be Concluded. 


Manila. May 11.—11:20 a. m.—Senor Buen- 
camino. at one time a member of the Fill- 
pino republican cabinet, who was recent- 
ly liberated by General Otis, announces 
that he has become reconciled to Ameri- 
can sovereignty and that he will devote 
his influence to hringing about peace. He 
has sent a proposed peace platform for 
the native Filipino party to the insurg- 
ent leaders in Manila and to the insurg- 
ent genereals, including Aguinaldo, in tne 


field. 

The platform declares that it is impos- 
sible for the Filipinos to exist as 4 nation 
without the protection of the United 
States and that, consequently, they must 
recognize American sovereignty and strive 
to attain. under a constitution the utmost 
liberty possible. Continuing, Sener Buen- 
camino argues that the Filipinos are in- 
capable of self government. He says: 

“In our independent government the 
most predominant notes were immorali- 
ties. the offspring of ignorance ard the 
inherited vices of Spain by which the Fili- 
pino regime was renuered odious to our 
own people.” 

Therefore. he contends, American con- 
trol is necessary to prevent civil strife. 

He recommends to the national Filipino 
party the adoption of a programme emi- 
bracing the following: 

1. Recognition of the sovereignty of the 
United States. cessation of hosfilities and 
co-operation on the part of the Filipinos 
in the prosecution ‘of ‘“‘bandits who con- 
tinue depredations in the name of inde- 
pendence.”’ 

® A request for a declaration by the 
United States government guaranteeing 
the Filipinos personal liberty and rights 
under a constitution. 

3. A Filipino delegation to present to 
the American congress and public the de- 
sires of the Filipinos respecting political 
status. 

4. The application of a part of the pub- 
lic funds to the maintenance of sick and 
wounded Filipino soldters and for the 
establishment of schools. 

5. The transfer of the insurgent funds 
to the American treasury. 

6. The establishment of a permanent 
system of Filipino representatives to the 
civil commission. 

7. The exclusion of friars from the ad- 
ministration of the parishes, 

Discussion the political outlook with the 
correspondent of tte Associated Press to- 
day Senor Buencamino said: 

“There are three elements in the Phil- 
ippines which obstruct the attainment of 
peace. The first is the body of Filipino 
agitators in Manila who are continually 
shouting for independerce and who turn 
the ignorant masses. Second. the friars 
who show a disposition of hostility, be- 
cause in peace between the Filipinos and 
the Americans they foresee the end of 
their prestige and power and the ultimate 
loss of their properties and holdings. The 
eh element is—(suppressed by the cen- 
sor, 

“If the civil comrfission brings liberal 
ideas and will approach Aguinaildo today 
the idolized leader of the Filipinos and 
other leaders st!Ill fighting in a way that 
will make it possible for them to sur- 
render and yet to retain the respect and 
honor of their countrymen, then peace 
in the Philippines will be only a question 
of a few weeks. 

“If the civil commission will guarantee 
protection to the personal and individual 
rights and liberties of the Filipinos, leav- 
ng the determination of our future politi- 
cal status to the United States congress, 
Aguinaldo will come in, will order a ces- 
sation of hositilities and will direct the 
Surrender of arms. 

“Your sovereignty throughout the is- 
land is unmistakable. We now crave your 
justice and your humanitarian lenient 
policy. General Otis has done much to 
render feasible and possible the applica- 
tion of the peace project upon which I 
am now working. Today in Manila we see 
public funds expended for the benefit of 
the poor, in the destruction of markets 
and bridges, in street repairs and in the 
police force. You have made a good mar- 
riage law. You have established systems 
of municipal government and criminal] 
procedure more liberal and just than were 
contemplated by the Filipino constitution. 

“These facts attest your good faith, and 
our trust in the American people is as 
strong as ever.’’

MOODY 1S. SENT TO THE TOWER 


Trial Took Place in Police Court with 
Closei Doors—Recorder Binds 
the Prisoner Over in a 
$1,000 Bond—Girl’s 
Story. 


City detectives arrested W. H. Moody, a 
blacksmith, yesterday morning and an 
investigation of the case by the recorder 
fn a cleared courtroom revealed a sta:e 
of facts which will make Moody go down 
in the criminal annals of Georgia as one 
of the rare monsters in human form 
that are now and then arraigned in court. 

Eula Mocdy, a pale-faced girl of eight- 
een, the eldest daughter of the prisoner, 
told how the father, who should have 
been her counselor and her protector, had 
subjected her to the most cruel and brutal 
treatment. 

Upon the slender, white throat were im- 
prints of the ironlike grasp of the strong 
blacksmith, and the blue eyes were flooded 
with tears when the daughter was called 
upon to tell a story which opened the 
prison doors for the father. 

But two months ago Moody's wife was 
laid in the grave, and her oldest daughter 
was left toc be a mother to six younger 
children. 

From what the children say, the father 
began his cruel and brutal treatment of 
Evia long before the mother died. but 
when she was too Ill to know what was 
going on. 

When the grave had hid the only one 
protector the children had the father is 
declared to have increased his harsh 
treatment and made the life of the dell- 
cate young girl unbearable. 

She told neighbors of how her father 
acted, and they felt called upon to report 
the affair to the police, which was done 
early yesterday morning. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning Detec- 
tives Harris and Ivy went to No. 11 Plum 
street, where Moody resides, and took nim 
in charge. They set the case for a hear- 
ing yesterday afternson, and when all 
the other cases had been disposed of the 
courtroom was cleared and Moody’s case 
called. 

The recorder had ordered the trial to 
proceed with closed doors in order that 
the daughter and prosecutor might not 
feel embarrassed in giving her evidence. 

Brutal Father in Court. 

Moody is a tall, stoop-shouldered man 
about forty-five years or age. He seemed 
to rather enjoy the _ proceeding than 
Otherwise and laughed lightly until he 
Was sentenced, when he caught up his 
three youngest children in his arms, bade 
them goodby and kissed them with some 
show of affection. 

The first witness was one of the nelgh- 
bors, a lady, who told avout Eula relating 
to ner time and time again of the vrutal 
manner in which her father hud treated 


> her, 


“It had come'to such a pass,’’ said the 
witness, “‘that we all felt that he would 
murder her some night untess the law 
took him in hand.”’ 

Other neighbers told the same story, 
and then the daughter was placed on the 
stand. | 

As she began to tell her story the pris- 
oner whispered something to her which 


sounded in the nature of a threat, and he 


was promptly called to order by the re- 
corder. 
Daughter Tells Her Story. 

“God knows I hate to stand in court 
and swear against my father,’ said the 
young girl with tears in her eyes, “‘but 
I feel that it must be done. It is true 
that he has treated me with the greatest 
brutality for many monihs, even before 
my- poor mother died. Sometimes he 
would get angry and strike and kick me. 
He has drawn knives on Me and Many a 
time I believed that my end had come. 
He dared me to tell on him and for a 
long while 1 was afraid to do so I 
would have left him long ago, but I hated 
to leave my little sisters and brothers 
alone. I would ask him what he meant by 
treating me so, and his only answer would 
be a blow cr a kick.”’ 

Three other children of Moody's made 
Statements corroborating Eula. 

What the Man Had To Say. 

When asked what he had to say, Moody 
leaned over on the clerk’s desk, and eyeing 
his eldest Caughter maliciously, said: 

“This whole story has been concocted 


_ because I wouldn’t let my wife’s mother 


Eula has been 
told to swear this Me on me. There is 
hot a word of iruth in it. I came to At-

Is it not great- 
ly to our interest and welfare that the 
young negroes of our community should 
grow up honest, industrious and law abid- 
ing? The negro is the criminal element 
of our population. and, consequently, the 
youth of that race are the very ones who 
stand most in need of reformation, and 
this for our own safety and welfare, for 
it is our persons and our property that 
will suffer if they are allowed to grow up 
criminals. 

“But higher—higher than the firmament 
and the stars—: this selfish view of 
reforming the negro youth, is our duty 
to them as human beings. Remember that 
a reformatory is not, as some seem (0 
think, a place of indolence and idleness, 
of ease and luxury. It is a prison, simple 
and severe, and the inmates are kept con- 
stantly at hard and wearisome labor. The 
only material difference from a regular 
prison is that only boys of sixteen years 
and under will be confined there and that 
special efforts will be made to change 
their lives from bad to good. 

“In behalf. then, of our youth, black as 
well as white, I appeal to the voters of 
Fulton county for a reformatory. I can- 
not understand how men—Christian, God- 
fearing, evil-hating men, or even agnos- 
tics or infidels who yet love truth and 
justice—can think lightly or selfishly on 
such a serious matter—a matter which in- 
volves rot only the material but the im- 
mortal welfare and happiness of thous- 
ands of our fellow creatures—of God's 
creatures. whom He created in His own 
image, and whom He truly loves.

He entered St. Mary's college, W'Iming- 
ton, Del., In 1865, and St. Mary’s semi- 
nary, Baltimore, Md., in where he 
spent four years in the study of philos- 
phy and theology. 

He was ordained January 6, 1874, for the 
diocese of Savannah in the old cathedral 
of St. John the Baptist in that city, 
the first priest ordained by the 
Rev. W. H. Gross, D.D. He was 
mediately to Washington, Ga., to 
charge of that parish, and attend 
sions in fifteen counties. He labored m@st 
zealously and was indefatigable tn his 
efforts to bring the consolations of rell- 
gion to the few and widely seattered 
Catholics. He purchased property and 
church at Athens, and one at 
Sharon. In 1876 the male orphanage was 
removed from Savannah to Washington, 
Ga., and placed under his administraion,

In 1877 he founded in Washington St. 
Joseph's academy for young ladies. The 
arrangements of the orphanage 
and the academy were entrusted to the 
sisters of St. Joseph. In 1879 he was sent 
to Atlanta, Ga., and given charge of the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception. 
During his administration the church was 
finished and frescoed, ground for a new 
church purchased, and St. Joseph's in- 
firmary established. In 1851 he was 
back to Washington, as the orphanage 
had been brought [tnto debt during his ab- 
sence. This he soon canceled and built 
a commodious house for the orphans and 
a new parish church. In 1889 he was sent 
to St. Patrick’s church, Augusta, 
he was most successful in his labors for 
the congregation. The church was reno- 
vated internally and externally, and a 
spire erected; but just about when he was 
to enjoy a rest from laborious building, 
much to the regret of his devoted parisnh-

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The Experience of a Southern 


Girl in New York 


It is the ambition of the average south- 
girl who has a talent of any kind 
she can make use of to get to New 

York, where she imagines inevitable suc- 
cess awaits her. It ig estimated that out 
of every ten who go one succeeds in ac- 
complishing a livelihood, while one out 
of every twenty achieves success. 

Miss Winfred Kendall, a young gsouth- 
ern girl who went to New York in search 
of a clerical position, had at first rather 
@ sad experience, although she bore let- 
ters of the best recommendation. As her 
experience is an interesting one, her ac- 
count of it as given in a New York paper 
may be interesting and in the nature of a 
lesson to those young women who desire 
to go to New York in search of employ- 
ment without knowing what uncertainty 
awaits them. 

“TI came to New York alone with small 
capital and no influential] friends,’’ Miss 
Kendall is quoted as saying. 

“T believed ‘that I was fitted to do cleri- 
cal work, and had boundless ambition to 
succeed. So I rented a tiny hal) bedroom, 
and the next morning made out a Hst of 
persons, some one of whom woul, I be- 
lieved, help me to the work I so longed Jo 
find. 

“My first visit was made to Mayor Van 
Wyck, and I conscientiously hope no 
other young woman looking for work will 
ever do the same. A polite gentleman 
with glasses had taken my card and I was 
settling back for a long walt when a door 
opened and Mayor Van Wyck hastened 
with outstretched hand across the room 
to greet a friend. I felt rather sorry 
that ‘he looked so very tired. 

“Presently the mayor sat cautlously 
down on the edge of the sofa and in a 
businesslike voice said: ‘What can I do 
for you, madam?’ 

“I rapidly told him that I wanted em- 
ployment of a clerica] nature, and came 
to see what he could do. 

“*Nothing in’the world, madam: noth- 
ing in the world,’ he said in the same 
cold voice, but now with just a touch of 
impatience. ‘I have just about 30,000 such 
applications a day,’ he went on, ‘These 
positions here must be filled by those 
who have stood civil service examina- 


tions, and there are never any vacancies 
unless somebody dies, and I don’t know | 


of anybody that’s dead just now. I bid 
you good aftefnoon, madam,’ and the 


mayan bowed mechanically as I thanked | 


him. 

“Outside I gathered up my strength to 
visit Mr. Chauncey Dépew’s office. 

“Twenty minutes’ wait’ by the clock on 
Mr. Depew's office wall, and suddenly 
the doors sung back and Mr. Depew him- 
self stood before me. 
™ “Well, Qadam,’ he answered, courte- 
ously, ‘I do not know that I can do any- 
thing for you. Will you come with me? 
This way, please,’ and the senator held 
back the inner office door. 

“*Mr. Duval,’ said Mr. Depew, ‘this 
young woman has come from the south 
lboking for employment. I wish vou 
would see what we can do for her. 
Madam, my secretary will attend to you.’ 

“ ‘David,’ called Mr. Duval, ‘show this 
young lady to Mr. Carstensen’s office.’ 
Nothing could have exceeded the courtesy 
of Mr. Carstensen’s manner. He ex- 
plained that the positions in the office 
Were those which necessitated entirely 
mathematical calculations. 

“Mr. Briggs, the auditor and examiner, 
led me away to his office, where he laid 
before me a printed slip of paper with 
& number of mathematical problems. A 
few moments’ perusal served to show 
me, however, that I could no more tell 
‘what would be the percentage of 56,267 
pounds of freight for. 127 miles over the 
New York Central, and 96 miles over the 
New Haven and Hartford,’ than I could 
have developed wings and flown out of 
that office. Mr. Briggs considerately put 
away the papers and the elevator took 
de down. 

“When Mrs. Sage, ten or fifteen min- 
utes later, was at liberty to talk to me, 
I told her of my need of work, and sug- 
gested that among her friends surely she 
must know some one to whom I could 
apply. 

“Mrs. Sage listened, but she seemed to 
think that the fact of my being a south- 
erner would mean a lack of energy and 
earnestness, ‘because,’ she reasoned, 
‘southern women have-had slaves to do 
their bidding and they are naturally self- 
indulgent. I had experience with them 
during the war,’ she went on, ‘when [I 
was a school teacher in Philadelphia.’ 

“TIT protested, but she went on: ‘I read 
this summer of an artist who painted op- 
portunity as a woman with hair over her 
face, and wings on her feet. When asked 
why he painted hair over the face, the 
artist replied, ‘‘Because so few recognize 
opportunity when it comes and so few 
grasp it.” ‘‘And why wings on the feet?’’ 
“Because once opportunity is gone noth- 
ing can catch up with it.’’ 

“Will you leave your address here? 
I do not know of anything just now, but 
I shall be glad to communicate with you 
if I hear of anything.’ 

“My next visit’ was to one of the best 
known teachers’ agencies in New York. 

“Here I was directed at once to the 
Young Woman’s Christian Association, 
where I was told there was a vacancy in 
the chaplain’s office. Twenty personal 
Questions were asked me, and I was 
asked to make formal application in 
Writing to Miss Doherny, the chaplain. 

“ ‘Now,’ said the good chaplain, ‘have 
you ever had any experience saving 
50uls?’ 

““T have taught in Sunday school, mad- 
am.’ 

“But 
not do. 

“T left the Young Women’s Christian 
Association and went to Father Ducey’s 
home on east Twenty-ninth street. 

““T know,’ said Fa.iher Ducey, ‘that it’s 
a hard fight to get employment, and when 
ministers and clergymen say that “‘any~ 
body who really wants and means to get 
Work can do so,”’ I say it’s easier for the 
man with a roof over his head and his 
bread and butter assured to make that 
assertion than it is for the man hunting 
for the position.’ 

“Dr. Parkourst was kind, but discour-
